Lahuaripa, Sonora, Mexico. 
Christmas Fv**. 
Dear Mr. Blanton: 
Here is the word from Mexico you 
were kind enough to solicit. 
This town lies east of the Yagin 
River, sixty-odd miles from a rail 
head which has a mixed train once a 
week. 
We are laid up here 
by 
a 
winter rain which is about as cold 
and dreary as a winter rain can In* 
in Missouri. 
Winter is not a season 
of comfort for these people, for th-y 
have no provision for it. Stoves ar» 
Used to cook on, not to give warmth 
It freezes pretty heavily every night, 
but the clothing of the poor—is the 
same 
as 
in the summer—a 
cotton 
shirt, cotton pants, perhaps sandals. 
We came in here by a three-day 
rifle through the mountain from the 
north. 
For a day and a half we saw 
no sign of habitation, nor sign 
of 
cultivation. 
One cold night we slept 
out, were really comfortable in our 
bedding rolls. The guide put his two 
little blankets on the ground, f^ot to 
the fire. 
When he got too cold 
to 
sleep, he put more wood on 
and 
wanned himself through. 
Late 
a 
night, a native ami his boy came by 
bare-foot with ice forming on 
th* 
stream they had waded. 
These pooi 
people operate illicit stills in hidden 
places and carry their stuff prefer­ 
ably at night. 
If they weren’t a very hardy 
lot, 
most of these people simply would 
not live. 
Immune to cold in winter 
and 
neat 
in 
summer, 
improperly 
clothed, 
eating 
unlielievably 
little, 
they manage to have a pretty good 
time of it and live surprisingly long 
This evening 1 saw a barefoot old 
man, certainly past seventy,
